Finegold supports 


cancer research bill 


State Rep. Barry R. Finegold, D- 
Andover, a member of the House Insur- 
ance Committee, is pushing for a bill 
that he says would support further can- 
cer therapy research and care in Mass- 
achusetts. 

“This is a critical step in the fight 
against cancer,” Finegold said. 

The bill, House 2916, which has the 
support of the Massachusetts Medical 
Society and Massachusetts Breast Can- 


cer Coalition, would allow for insur- 
ance coverage of clinical trials of new 
and novel therapies. Such trials are 
acknowledged by the medical commu- 
nity as the processes that allow for sci- 
entific advancement of medicine. 

“Without insurers’ support for the 
routine patient care costs in clinical 
trials, many patients in Massachusetts 
will not have access to the potentially 
life-saving therapies available in clini- 
cal trials,” said Amy Pett, executive 
director of the Massachusetts Breast 
Cancer Coalition. 

“The continued performance of clin- 


ical trials is essential for us if we are 
going to develop further therapies,” 
said Lawrence N. Shulman, MD, vice 
chair for clinical services in the 
Department of Adult Oncology at the 
Dana-Farber Cancer Institute.

Crash kills GLTS freshmen 


Students and staff at Greater 
Lawrence Technical School were 
shocked and grieving Wednesday 
morning, as word of an accident 
in North Andover that killed 
three freshmen girls quickly 
spread. 

Yaricsa Jiménez, 15, Darlene 
Santos, 14, and Ana Urbaez, 14, 
all of Lawrence, were killed when 
they were thrown from a stolen 
car that had been clocked at 70 
miles per hour on Route 114 
before crashing into a gas station 
just after 3:20 p.m. Tuesday. 

The driver of the Nissan Maxi- 
ma, Sean Baptiste, 18, of 177 
Haverhill St. Lawrence, is 
charged with three counts of 
motor vehicle homicide, three 
counts of manslaughter, driving 
so as to endanger and receiving a 
stolen car. He was listed in good 
condition at Lawrence General 
Hospital.

Residents with outstanding 
parking tickets might soon be 
getting a swift boot. 

“Starting next week we are 
going to be deploying the new 
boot that you’ve seen in 
Boston,” says Andover Police 
Chief Brian Pattullo. “I would 
encourage everyone to run right 
down to the treasurer’s office 
and pay their fines.” 

A boot is a restraining devise 
that fits around a vehicle’s tire, 
immobilizing it. With the item 
in the police’s closet, those who 
work and live in Andover might 
want to use their own boots to 
beat a path to the treasurer’s 
office. Otherwise, police could 
stop their car in its tracks. 

The fines associated with 
removing a boot will be equal to 
those for receiving a tow, Says 
Pattullo. But the boot is less 
likely to cause damage to a car 
than a tow truck is, he says.

the news. “They were all pretty 
nice kids,” he said Wednesday 
morning. 

“People ask me, ‘What were 
the kids thinking?’ and all I can 
say is, ‘What does any 15-year-old 
think?” They think  they’re 
immortal.” 

Vacirca said there would be 
counseling going on all day at the 
school, and that Jayan Conlin of 
Andover, founder of the Merri- 
mack Valley chapter of the Trau- 
ma Intervention Program (TIP) 
was also at the school.

The tragedy will put a cloud 
over the ending of school. Gradu- 
ation is this Friday, and the last 
day of school is June 24. 


Reilly both say they don’t enjoy 
the prospect of giving people the 
boot, but want it to nudge people 
into paying what they owe. 

“We will be booting cars,” 
says Pattullo. “Were hoping 
we're only going to have to do it 
once.” 

“It might be a little more visi- 
ble (than towing). People see a 
car with a boot on it and, hope- 
fully, they'll pay their fines,” 
says Reilly. 

The boot could be worn out 
quickly if officers choose to use 
it aggressively. There are more 
than $51,000 in outstanding 
fines to be collected from the 
owners of about 250 vehicles. 
However, police plan only to 
“boot” those with five or more 
outstanding fines, says Lt. 
Richard Enos. 

Reilly says about eight cars 
were towed last year because of 
unpaid fines.

Until selectmen get a more specific list of all 
the items stored and produced by California 
Products Corp., they will not approve a license 
allowing the company to store inflammable 
materials in Andover. 

California Products wants. to move to 
Andover, off of Dascomb Road, but is facing 
opposition from a large group of residents who 
filled the selectmen’s room with a standing- 
room only crowd Monday. 

Selectmen made the request for the items 
because of residents’ concerns, and company 
leaders say they have no problem making that 
information known. 

The company, which makes latex paint, 
stain, and playing-court and track surfaces, 
does emit fumes it says are the equivalent of 
painting one house per day. It says mineral 
spirits and xylene, a suspected carcinogen, are 
among the materials emitted. 

California Products is looking for a license 
to store 184,200 gallons of inflammable products, 
including 3,000 gallons of materials that can 
catch fire if exposed to a flame. The other mate- 
rials must be heated before they will ignite. 

President and CEO Joseph Junkin tried to 
slap a coat of rose-colored paint on the move to 
Andover. 

“There is no downside. We’re operating in a 
residential neighborhood right now,” says 
Junkin. “There have been no complaints of 
offensive odors to the Cambridge Health 
Department. We have residents of Cambridge 
who are unhappy to see us go.” 

The current facility is off of Waverly Street, 
near the Hyatt Regency Hotel and the Charles 
River in Cambridge. The company says it does 
not plan to change or grow when it moves to 
Andover. 
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Paint plant protested 


However, residents were skeptical about 
what will be produced in the plant, and pep- 
pered company leaders with questions about 
the items they use and the products they pro- 
duce. 

“We don’t have hazardous waste removed 
from the site. It’s all recycled into the paints,” 
says Junkin. “We do not generate or remove 
hazardous waste from the site.” 

“We are designing a building with the specif- 
ic purpose that there will be no possibility of 
something getting into the environment,” says 
Roger Woodhull, operations manager. Wood- 
hull was jeered at times by audience members 
for saying there was no chance of a dangerous 
fire at the plant. 

But Fire Chief Harold Wright and Deputy 
Robert Boush visited the company’s current 
storage plant and said they found “absolutely 
no odor.” 

“Nor did we find any spillage,” says Wright. 
“We found a company that was clean, and 
seemed to have a fine operation.” 

Although the paint company’s effort to move 
to Wilmington was denied there, Chief Wright 
says the Wilmington chief told him that chief 
was concerned because the plant would be the 
middle of the downtown area. 

Wright says the fire department has no rea- 
son to deny a license here. 

“It will not be the largest flammable liquid 
storage license in the town,” he says. 

Although the bulk of the discussion Monday 
dealt with the environmental impacts, some 
residents were also troubled that the business 
would bring more cars to the Dascomb Road 
area. 
“This area you’re getting into is quite satu- 
rated with traffic,” says Walter McNamara, of 
Cardinal Lane. 
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Developers presented their concept 
for a development south of Lowell 
Street on the Tewksbury/Andover line 
near Ames Pond. 

Andover attorney Bob Lavoie and 
developer Berkeley Investments, Inc. 
Phil Brannigan, presented conceptual 
plans for phases one and two the White 
Oak Estates development, a pair of 
subdivisions, one with seven lots and 
one with five. 

Few residents attended the meeting 
Tuesday, but opposition in Andover 
and Tewksbury is already mounting in

Developer loses $2.7M suit vs. town 


A developer seeking to overturn 
denial of a variance from the Zoning 
Board of Appeals and the award of $2.7 
million in damages was denied by a 
judge in Superior Court last week. 

In April 1998, the Zoning Board of 
Appeals denied a variance for Sunny- 
side Acres, a development partially 
built on Dawn Circle and Windmere 
Drive. 

Developer Ernest Theodore appealed 
the decision and filed for damages, con- 
tending that he could not complete con- 
struction of the subdivision, which was 
approved in 1983. 

Since a portion of the subdivision

was built, zoning bylaws were passed in 
the early ’90s. 

Theodore’s attorney contended that 
those bylaws should not apply, says 
Town Counsel Tom Urbelis. 

Superior Court Judge Howard White- 
head disagreed, and dismissed the com- 
plaint, ruling “that the remaining lots 
shown on the subject plan are subject to 
the zoning bylaw now in effect and that 
no unlawful taking of the plaintiffs 
LNS. Inc., property had occurred.” 

The proposal included construction 
on eight lots in Sunnyside Acres, the 
decision says.

First Andover 
diploma for 


life experience 
goes to WWI 
Army veteran

What Benjamin Dargoonian has 
learned in life hasn’t been in the 
classroom, but in the field, literally. 
A World War II veteran and lifetime 
Andover farmer, he could tell you all 
about how to run a 50-acre farm, from 
what makes a pepper grow to why 
flowers sell. 

Dargoonian, 76, with his brother, 
Garabed, built one of the most suc- 
cessful family businesses in town 
before he ever completed high school. 
This year he had another chance to 
graduate. 

As part of a program offered by the 
state, school departments around 
Massachusetts are awarding high 
school diplomas to veterans who 
could not complete high school 
because they served in World War II. 

Dargoonian left school to work, 
joined the Army in 1943 and was sta- 
tioned in Europe with the U.S. Army 
engineers. He returned in 1946, but 
neither school nor government assis- 
tance like welfare, was an option. 

At a presentation on Monday night 
at Andover High School graduation, 
Principal Larry Robinson told the 
story of Dargoonian’s life. 

Early in World War II, agriculture 
work was national priority, so farm- 
ers were exempt from the draft, but 
Dargoonian joined the Army, expect- 
ing to be drafted. 

By 1944, he had joined the 1000th 
Combat Engineer Battalion, which 
had fought in France and Belgium 
and the Battle of the Bulge. 

When his unit reached the Rhine 
in 1945, the fast-flowing river, heavily 
defended, was the last line of defense 
for Germany. Working with Field 
Marshal Montgomery’s British Sec- 
ond Army, his unit was assigned the 
task of bridging the Rhine. 

In 13 hours, while under heavy 
fire, Dargoonian’s company built a 
1,300-foot prefabricated Treadwell 
bridge over the Rhine, allowing the 
British to cross enemy lines. 

Dargoonian noticed the rubber 
pontoon floats supporting the bridge 
were stamped “Made in Andover, 
Massachusetts by Tyer Rubber Com- 
pany. ” He took a diab and sent it

home to Tyer Rubber. 

Later, British Prime Minister Win- 
ston Churchill reportedly recognized 
the significance of the bridge with a 
personal visit to the men in Dargoon- 
ian’s company. Dargoonian received 
the World War II Victory Medal, the 
European Theater Campaign Ribbon, 
the American Theater Ribbon and 
the Good Conduct Medal. 

And if he could have earned a 
medal for rice pilaf, his specialty, he 
would have, but if you ask Dargoon- 
ian about his life, you won’t hear war 
stories. 

He’s seen the business of farming 
change over the last 60 years, along 
with Andover itself. He’s determined 
not to let his pace diminish. He hops 
onto his tractor with ease, the way a 
18-year-old graduate of today might 


_ hop onto a skateboard. | 


Dargoonian’s farm and greenhous- 
es are now consolidated to 18 acres 
from the 80-acre empire it once was, 
but business is good, he says. The 
farm and retail greenhouse is now 
run by Dargoonian’s son and daugh- 
ter-in-law, Thomas and Dena Dar- 
goonian, but Ben Dargoonian is hard- 
ly retired. He describes his work on 
the farm as “helping out,” he says 
standing before his field of 65,000 
King Arthur-variety pepper plants. 

While Dargoonian had intentions 
to return to Punchard High School 
when the war was over, running the 
family business was not a job for his 
brother alone. After 53 years on the 
farm, Dargoonian is president emeri- 
tus, and the proud owner of a high 
school diploma from Andover. 

“It’s an honor to have it,” he says

(Continued from page | 1) 
of his diploma, but he doesn’t 
expect young graduates to 
understand his way of life much. 

“None of those graduates (this 
year) will go into farming,” he 
says, mostly because one can’t 
run a successful farm without 
enough land. Enough land today, 
he estimates, would cost $1 mil- 
lion. 

While there may not be many 
Andover High School graduates 
willing or prepared to follow in 


his footsteps, Dargoonian contin- 
ues to live the life of an Andover 
farmer, as families steadily pop- 
ulate the homes on the land that 
once was part of his farm. 

Customers at his Blanchard 
Street greenhouse often express 
surprise when they first discov- 
er it, he says. 

“They'll say ‘We’ve been here 
for years and we didn’t even 
know you were here,” says Dar- 
goonian.

Home-schoolers recreate Civil War era

Local residents who strolled 
along Bartlet Street last Friday 
might have thought for a 
moment that they had stepped 
back in time, by about 140 
years. 

The yard of Francis and 
Michele Maldari, at 29 Bartlet 
St., was transformed into a Civil 
War encampment for students 
in a home-school group that 
includes the children of the Mal- 
daris, those of Thomas and 
Celeste McGraw, of Salem 
Street, and those of several fam- 
ilies from North Andover. 

Thomas McGraw, an English 
teacher at Phillips Academy, 
says the students _ started 
preparing for the encampment 
with research on the Civil War 
during the late winter. 

“We had looked at the Revo- 
lutionary War, and were mov- 
ing ahead by way of war,” he 
says, adding that the study of 
the wars is not confined only to 
battles, but also includes the 
culture of the time. 

He says the students read a 
lot of historical fiction. Several 
of the style-minded children did 
costume research. Others dug 
up a few Civil War cookbooks. 

And they were fortunate 
enough to have “Sgt. Brown” — 
a real-life Civil War reenactor 
— along with his wife, give 
them some “living history” 
about the era. The couple, 
Methuen, gave the students 
details about uniforms, acces- 
sories, armaments, food, tacti- 
cal situations and most impor- 
tant, the attitudes of the Ameri- 
can citizenry in 1860. 

The students still don’t know 
the real identity of Sgt. Brown. 
“That’s what he went by, and he 
wouldn’t come out of charac- 
ter,” says McGraw. 

Finally, the preparations 
included a few trips to the 
Lawrence library to learn about 
some nuances of Civil War life 
for soldiers and civilians alike. 

Before the local students con- 
ducted their own encampment, 
they attended a “real” one, cour- 
tesy of the Browns. That includ-

the trenches (or “latrines,” as 
they’re known in the military) and 
cooking a pot of stew. 

Then as the little soldiers went 
through their drill and ceremony 
under the stern eye of Sgt. Brown, the 
families of the boys wept as their 
young soldiers went off to do their 
duty. 


Last Thursday, culminating the 
group’s study, was the Bartlet Street 
encampment. As the “troops” bustled 
to set up the campfire, the cooks pro- 
vided a pheasant pie, fish to be pan- 
fried, and especially rice pudding 
(Ulysses S. Grant’s favorite recipe). 
Gingerbread with whipped cream 
topped off the gustatory throwbacks.

Neighbors of the Maldaris smelled 
the savor wafting down the street, and 
before long, historian Dick White — a 
rebel sympathizer — showed up to 
give his side of things.

families from his A History of a 
Private Campaign that Failed, 
warming the crowd up for the 


night’s special guest, Walt 
Whitman (Dr. Mark Schorr, 
also of PA). 


“He’s (Schorr) done Walt 
Whitman a number of times, 
and he’s great at it,” McGraw 
says. 

Whitman interspersed rendi- 
tions of a half-dozen or more 
Civil War songs with some 
localized color. He explained 
how Andover played a central 
role in the Civil War, referring 
to such local sights as Newman 
House, on the PA grounds, 
which was a stop on Harriet 
Tubman’s Underground Rail- 
way, and to such personages as 
Julia Ward Howe, whose inter- 
mittent visits to Andover were 
partly responsible for her pen- 
ning the rousing Battle Hymn of 
the Republic. 

“The whole encampment sat 
entranced by Sweet Walt, and 
by his treasure-trove of local 
knowledge,” McGraw says. “By 
reveille time, each person in the 
encampment had a full belly 
and a fuller mind. It was off to 
the tents, where little sleep was 
had. Sentries were not posted.” 

The adults even got a bit of a 
taste of the culture of the era. 
McGraw says his wife sewed 
some of the uniforms, although 
he confesses she didn’t do it all 
by hand. 

McGraw says he and his wife 
decided on  home-schooling 
when he was on sabbatical in 
Maine, and his daughter, who 
came of school age at the time, 
would have had to ride the bus 
for an hour and a half each day. 

“Also, ’'d had the idea in my 
head all along, partially from 
my mother,” he says, “who was 
taught in a one-room school 
house.” 

Home-schooling, he 
observes, is “burgeoning. It 
seems like it’s grown four-fold 
just in the years we’ve been 
doing it.” 

The opportunities for stu- 
dents to get involved with vari- 
ous projects, as in their study 
on the Civil War, are one of the 
reasons, he says. 

“There’s an archeology site 
in Newbury that was thrilled to have 
us,” he says. “I think they see the kids 
as well-behaved and interested in the 
subjects.”

will stay with the Challenger player 
throughout the game. The buddies help the 
Challenger players field, show them where 
to throw, and run with them around the 
bases, says Haymer. 

But those things don’t really delve into 
the essence of Challenger ball. And explain- 
ing the importance of the powerful friend- 
ships and the weak throws, the sweet 
smiles and the ugly swings, the misplayed 
grounders and the well-executed belly 
laughs is more difficult. Haymer keeps 
coming back to the same phrase. 

“You'll see it when you get there,” he 
says. “Once you see it, you’ll understand...”

So there you are on Saturday morning, 
set to watch Andover’s two new Challenger 
squads take on a pair of Chelmsford teams 
in a double header. The Chelmsford players 
are bigger. They’ve been playing together 
for about eight years, and some of the play- 
ers have grown up together on the team. 

A relative of a Chelmsford player tells 
you the kids there are happy to be playing 
Andover, because for many years they 
could only scrimmage against each other. 
There are few Challenger teams around. 

“It’s building self esteem,” says mom, 
Pamela Sirmopoulos, of Lowell, whose son 
Peter plays on the Chelmsford team. “(My 
son) is very excited. He’s very upset when 
he misses a game.” 

One of the first plays in the first game is 
a single up the middle. An Andover Little 

League Cardinal runs with an Andover 
Challenger Red Sox down to first. 

“Good job! Nice hit!” the Redbird says, 
slapping five with the Red Sox. “If Catalina 
(the next batter) gets a hit, you’re going to 
run all the way around right?” 

Then Catalina does hit a pitch, and the 
two players on first clasp hands and run for 
second. 

It’s a scene you'll see a lot that day. High 
fives fly more frequently on this field than 
chewed sunflower seeds. 

Sometimes the ballplayers don’t even 
say a word. Often, after players combine to 
make a play, they just smile at one another 
and slap hands. Perhaps, like Haymer, the 
kids just can’t quite find the right thing to 
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lenger ball are the relationships 
between the buddies and the play- 
ers. In other towns, parents serve 
as the buddies, but Andover and 
division organizer Haymer seem 
to have found something special 
with this new-age, same-age 
buddy concept. 

“We have buddies now who 
come just to help at practice. A lot 
of the kids have asked, ‘Can we 
come again?’ They really get into 
it,” says Challenger Angels coach 
Dave Yoshida, of Andover. 

“The last game one of the girls 
on the team wouldn’t bat, would- 
n’t field, wouldn’t run unless her 
buddy, who happened to be 
another girl, was right by her 
side,” says Haymer. 

“At the end of a game, one of eS 
them said to his buddy, ‘I love 
you,” says Haymer. “I saw that 
little boy’s eyes swell.” 

“It’s just really impressive. 
Those kids, a lot of them don't 
have experience with kids with

disabilities,” says Linda Biles, whose son, 
Matthew, plays Challenger ball. “Once, I 
had to leave for a minute and I was telling 
my son where he could find his water bottle 
and other things, and another kid said, 
‘Don’t worry, Mrs. Biles, I'll make sure he 
has everything.” 

In fact, Challenger ball may be as good 
for the parents as it is for the kids. 

“It’s great for the kids, it’s great for the 
parents,” says mom Norma Ballway, of 
Tewksbury. “When the kids were smaller 
there were little parent groups. Now it’s 
hard to get together. We go four or five 
months without seeing each other.” 

The ball yard has become a place where 
parents of special needs kids can unwind 
and address their own special needs. 

“It’s a nice break. It’s a good place to net- 
work, to talk, if you’re having a problem in 
the schools,” says Ballway. 

Even the parents of traditional Little 
League players seem to enjoy the games. At 
least four of them sit in the small metal 
bleachers watching the second game. They 
say they come to all the games their kids 
actually play, so why wouldn’t they be 
here? 

“I think it’s just as important to be here 
as at a regular game,” says Laurie Penny. 

“I just think this is a terrific experience. 
It’s a side of our kids we never get to see. 
When they play it’s always competitive,” 
says Peggy D’Angelo, of Andover. “It 
almost makes me want to cry when I watch 
them. They’re helping these kids. It’s awe- 
some.” 

Ask about her son’s feelings in coming 
to the game, and she says, “He wasn’t sure 
what to expect, but he was looking forward 
to it.” 

Weren't there are other ways he might 
have wanted to spend his Saturday? 

“I think he’s always up for a game. It 
doesn’t matter what for him,” she says mat- 
ter-of-factly. 

Her son, Mike, helps mom Shauna 
Rollins coax 6-year-old Andrew Rollins 
back onto the field. 

Although most of the traditional Little 
League players have never talked to the 
Challenger players before, they all seem to 
get along well. 

Perhaps that’s because the Challenger 
players don’t need an ad campaign to tell 
them to be like Mike. They are like Mike. 
They like to play. 

“Brent doesn’t see himself as all that dif- 
ferent,” says Andover’s Kim Yoshida, 
about her son. “It’s just a bunch of people 
playing together.” 

“A lot of these kids have brothers and

sisters who play. To be able to do the same 
thing that their siblings do is very impor- 
tant,” says Peter Malaguti, whose son 
John, 6, played in the first game. 

Gerald Brecher, of North Andover, has a 
son with Down’s Syndrome. 

“Growing up, we knew no one with 
handicaps. The kids with Down’s Syn- 
drome were put away. No one knew they 
existed,” he says. 

Now Brecher’s son, Louis, stands at 
shortstop next to his buddy, glove on knee, 
waiting for a ground ball to come his way. 
His buddy does the same. 

“He’s just like every other kid, except 
more. so. He likes baseball,” says Brecher. 
“These children are very attuned to what 
they see. The more they get to practice, the 
more they learn. 

“Baseball is a tough game for kids with 
normal attention span,” he says. ““That’s an 
important life skill, to sit and wait. Baseball 
rewards that — or demands it, at least.” 


The waiting game 

But if it wasn’t for Challenger ball, 
many of the players would be doing a lot 
more sitting. While some played soccer or 
baseball when they were in kindergarten 


or first grade, as they became older, the 
skill gap became too great and they had to 
stop. 

“If (Challenger) didn’t exist, my son 
wouldn’t be able to play baseball right 
now,” says Biles. “If he was playing in 
Andover, he’d probably always be the child 
who wasn’t the most able. In this league, 
he’s able to be a good player, a solid player. 

“They get to be like everybody else. 
They have a team, they have a league, they 
have a uniform and a hat. When you're a 
kid, having a hat and uniform is the most 
important thing there is.” 

“At school he has a lot of friends that I 
consider to be caretakers,” says Kim Yoshi- 
da, of her son. “But outside of school, he 
does not have interaction with other chil- 
dren, and this does give him the opportuni- 
ty 


“Our son is very involved in Special 
Olympics and loves all sports. This was 
another opportunity for him to participate 
and do things that other kids do,” she says. 
“But I honestly feel the best part of this is 
watching the major Little League kids 
come in and help with these kids. I think 
that’s extraordinary at this age.” 

The parents all agree the buddies’ pres- 
ence is crucially important. 

Before each game, Haymer lets the bud- 
dies know this. Before the second game he 
gathers the Little League Giants at the 
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mound. 

“If you guys hadn’t have come here 
today — in the heat — most of these kids 
wouldn’t be able to play baseball,” Haymer 
tells them. “You should all be real proud of 
yourselves.” 

You ask the Giants what they expect to 
be doing at the park today. 

“Making new friends, meeting new peo- 
ple,” says John Penny, 11, a pitcher and 
shortstop. 

“Helping disabled kids play baseball,” 
says Mike D’Angelo, the centerfielder and 
catcher. 

After the game, Austin Gilbert, a Giants 
second baseman will tell you he thinks his 
partner, Joyce Ortiz, learned, “kind of not 
to give up and stuff when she’s out in the 
field.” 

“Tt was great,” John Penny says. “It’s 
exciting to make new friends and it’s pretty 
fun helping them out. It’s-a once-in-a-life- 
time experience, maybe. Or maybe we'll do 
it again next year.” 

Haymer, who started the division says 
there’s no question about that. 

“I knew the program would work, and 
next year it’s going to get bigger and really 
keep growing,” he says. 

But that is in the future, and who wants 
the game to end?

on the sidelines who will not bat for a few 
minutes. He is fooling around, putting on 
his best Pedro Martinez face, displaying a 
wind-up like a big league pitcher.

“They tend to imitate what they see,” 
says Kim Yoshida.

ning Board’s recent approval of a site plan special per- 
mit to allow Genetics Institute to expand its facility 
on Burtt Road. Residents have said they will appeal 
that decision, on the grounds that the Planning Board 
violated its own rules by permitting a project that will 
adversely affect traffic. 

A public forum to discuss the traffic dilemma with 
state and town officials will be held Wednesday, June 
16, in Doherty Middle School’s Memorial Auditorium. 

“Long-term, the whole transportation area of Bal- 
lardvale has to change,” said state Rep. Barry Fine- 
gold, D-Andover. “I'm open to suggestions. There 
have to be working groups with everyone included.” 

Selectmen did agree to take some action at Mon- 
day’s meeting. First, they voted to place a Stop sign at 
the end of River Street. 

Although Police Chief Brian Pattullo says this will 
back up traffic there and convince people they are bet- 
ter off taking Route 125, residents say the traffic 
already backs up, and the lines have not served as a 
deterrent. 

“We're not going to make a total solution 
overnight. It’s going to take time,” said Pattullo. 

Selectmen also voted to form a task force to look 
into more long-term and short-term solutions, and 
told town officials to push to get businesses to pay for 
traffic details in the area. 

As a condition of the Genetics Institute expansion, 
the Planning Board will require Genetics to fund a 
police detail to control traffic. 

At 12:20 am. Tuesday, just a few minutes after he 
left the selectmen’s meeting, Lt. Richard Enos also 
could be heard on the police frequency, ordering offi- 
cers to do traffic enforcement in the area. 

But many residents seemed to want more signifi- 
cant and immediate action.

Town officials say there are possible ways to 
address the situation, including extending Burtt Road 
to bring business traffic toward Wilmington, creating 
a new 193 interchange, or installing signs preventing 
people from turning toward the Andover side streets. 

But residents say they’ve been hearing about the 
interchange for years. 

In addition, Pattullo said installing residents-only 
or no-turn signs won’t work, because such rules are 
almost impossible to enforce. Such moves would also 
require the unlikely approval of Wilmington officials. 

“Unfortunately, the Planning Board has been very 
short-sighted with this recommendation,” said Pattul- 
lo, who was upset that Planning Director Steve Colyer

mentioned the possibility of using signage. “That can 
not be done without the approval of the Board of 
Selectmen in Wilmington. It sounded go8t and it got 


him off the hot seat.” 

At the meeting, Colyer presented the various 
options, but made it clear he was not in a position to 
make a recommendation. 

“Our job is to do the thing that benefits all of the 
town,” said Pattullo. “Although the simple solution 
sound like ‘Close the road to all traffic,’ look at the 
impact it would have to the rest of town.” 

“You buy a house on a street with traffic and you 
have to deal with traffic,” said Lea Abraham, of 
Stevens Street, the only resident to speak against 
more traffic controls at the meeting.

Pipe lines reopen Saturday at slick park 


Skate park opens gates, pipes and rails |

Andover Youth Services plans to offer day trips to 
different skate parks this summer. But young Andover 
skateboarders and in-line skaters are probably looking 
forward to a shorter trip this Saturday, June 12. 

That’s when they can make their first stop at the 
newly reopened and redesigned Andover skate park, 
behind West Middle School. 

“They've been calling me up saying, ‘I’m having 
withdrawal. When are you going to open up?’” says 
Mike Parziale, skate park manager. “We just talked to 
(West Middle Principal) Vicki Simms and we talked to 
(Town Manager) Buzz Stapczynski and it’s going to 
open. We'll be opening at noon and going to dark, 
about 7:30 p.m. 

“This year I’m hoping there will be 500 people over- 
all (for the opening day),” he says. 

Mark McGary, who has skated with Parziale since 
they were in the sixth grade, and will now manage the 
park with him, says they also plan to have bands and 
possibly a little BBQ available for the opening. 

The park, closed since early last fall, will have an 
altered, elongated skating area, with a couple of new 
items. 

There will be steeper ramps off the half pipes, one 
new quarter pipe, and a round handrail for in-line 
skaters. 

The park has also been rotated a bit to leave room 
for West Middle School to use during gym classes and 
recess. 

“The actual surface is less space, but we made the 
viewing area smaller so there’s more room to skate,” 
says Parziale. “There’s probably going to be a better 
flow to it this year.” 

Although the managers would like to attract 
upwards of 500 kids for different events, some of them 
will have to wait for an opening on the skating area if

Native American Appreciation Day will be held 
Saturday, June 12, in the rear parking lot of Memori- 
al Hall Library from 1 to 5 p.m. 

Over the past year, Memorial Hall Library has 
offered exhibits and programs highlighting the ethnic 
groups that have been the building blocks of 
Andover. We will celebrate Native American Month 
during June. Display cases and books, music, and 
video collections will be dealing with the living tradi- 
tions of Native Americans. In addition, the library is 
planning a day of special activities on June 12, story- 
telling, an illustrated mini-lecture on the Native 
Americans of the region, a dancing and drumming 
performance, and hands-on demonstrations. 

One of the hands-on activities will focus on how 
Native Americans integrated the plant world into 
their culture. The “Three Sisters” —- corn, beans, and 
squash - were staples in their diet.

The “Talking Stick,” an instrument used to ensure 
orderly communication at gatherings and_ cere- 
monies, will be the focus of another activity, in which 
participants will learn its significance and create one 
of their own.

Storytelling was used not only for entertainment, 
but also for teaching morals and values of the culture.

It was Andover’s first victory 
in three 1999 tries against Lowell, 
which edged and later drubbed the 
Golden Warriors 3-2 and 17-3 dur- 
ing the regular season.

Last year Moss was named the 
Dutchwomen’s Most Valuable Player 
in lacrosse, and she was selected to 
the Upstate Collegiate Athletic Asso- 
ciation All-Conference team after 
scoring 15 goals and 17 points.

a school record for wins in a season 
(10) while earning a berth in the New 
York State Women’s Collegiate Ath- 
letic Association post-season tourna- 
ment. 

This year’s team eclipsed that 
mark with a 145 record, finishing 
second in the league and becoming 
the school’s first-ever women’s ath- 
letic team to qualify for an NCAA 
(Division 3) Tournament. 

Moss scored a personal-high 51 
goals and finished her lacrosse 
career with 75 goals and five assists. 
She was again named team MVP. 

Moss recently received Union’s 
prestigious Robert Ridings Award as 
the top senior female athlete, and the 
Women’s Commission Senior Athlet- 
ic Prize awarded to the student-ath- 
lete who has done the most to pro- 
mote sports for women at Union Col- 
lege.

“Participating in three sports, 
maintaining good grades and making 
time for my friends has been a chal- 
lenge,” admits Moss. “But I feel I’m 
committed and dedicated to every- 
thing I do.” 

Moss learned mental toughness 
during last soccer season. Union was 
nationally ranked for the first time in 
its history and Moss, a midfielder, 
was forced to the sidelines after a 
shoulder injury in the fifth game 
ended her season prematurely. 

Despite the injury, Moss contin- 
ued to attend every practice and 
game. 

“Sarah played a big role in the

success of the soccer program,” said 
coach Brian Speck, whose 1998 team 
posted a best-ever 13-1-1 record and 
barely missed being selected for the 
NCAA Tournament. “Her biggest 
impact was as a passionate competi- 
tor and team leader.” 

This past winter Moss was a top 
scorer on the women’s ice hockey 
team, contributing six goals and six 
assists while skating center. 

Union women’s hockey, a club 
sport the past five years, struggled 
through a difficult transition season 
as the Skating Dutchwomen main- 
tained their club status while playing 
18 ECAC varsity teams (hockey will 
vault to varsity status next winter). 

Moss, a two-year captain, learned 
the importance of persistance and 
perserverance as Union played 
against more skilled teams all season 
and won only two games. 


“I couldn’t give in to my frustra- 
tions or I would have let the team 
down,” said Moss. 

“Sarah was our most skilled play- 
er,” said coach Fred Quistgard. 
“Other teams knew she was our best 
player and checked her quite a bit. 
But she never faltered. She has 
tremendous character and was very 
supportive of her teammates. She 
played her captain’s role perfectly.”

This past winter Moss came to 
grips with a personal tragedy when 
her mother died of cancer. 

“It’s been hard to deal with the 
fact my mom wasn’t at my lacrosse 
games this spring,” said Moss. “She 
was my biggest fan and even told her 
doctor not to schedule any appoint- 
ments in April because she had 
lacrosse games to attend.” 

While it’s been difficult to focus 
on athletics since her mother died, it 
has also been athletics that have 
helped Sarah through the tough 
times. 

“Sports have been an outlet for 
me. It’s therapeutic to be out there 
every day,” she said. 

Moss, a member of Tri-Delta 
sorority, as been nominated for the 
Robert Ridings Memorial Award as 
Union’s Outstanding Female Athlete. 

While wins and losses are often 
quickly forgotten with the change of 
seasons — Andover’s Sarah Moss 
will long be remembered at Union 
College for her determination, com- 
passion and leadership.

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Competition increases: more 
students apply to more schools 


Demographics, common applications ease the process

Whether its the economy, demo- 
graphics, technological advancements 
or Ally McBeal, more students are 
applying to more colleges this year 
¢Aan ever. 

Many students graduating this year 
applied to six or more colleges and uni- 
versities, says Allison Brown-Collins, 
program adviser for the Andover High 
School guidance department. 

“The stakes are getting higher and 
higher,” Brown-Collins says. 

While it used to be very unusual for 
a student to apply to 10 schools, this 
year it was not, she says. 

Senior Matt Spitzer who plans to 
enter Bucknell University in the fall, 
says he thought the average student at 
‘AHS this year applied to six schools: 
two safety schools, two reach schools, 
and two realistic choices. 

At an average fee of $50 per applica- 
tion, the cost of applying to school, 
before the in-p erson visit, could reach 
$300 to $500. 

The advantage, Spitzer says, is 
choice. But in the long run, students 
may not be best informed to make 
those choices, Brown-Collins says. The 
time it takes to complete an additional 
college application may be better spent 
on. researching other schools one is 
already interested in, she says, mak- 
ing for an easier decision-making pro- 
Céss later. 

Joan Cohen, of Kelleher Cohen 
Associates educational counselors in 
Andover, says students need to start 
earlier, do more research, and visit 
schools to make the right choice for 
them. 

Many students are applying to 10 to 
14 schools, she says, but ofthen with- 
out researching the school. 

A lot of students are using very 
superficial criteria like SAT scores, 
and then they just see what sticks,” 
she says. 
ev But the shotgun approach to college 
applications could leave students lost 
in the suffle, Cohen says. 

While the now popular common 
application makes it easier for stu- 
dents to apply to many schools, each 
application still requires individual 
attention, Cohen says. 

Students, counselors and admis- 

sions officers offer several reasons 
why students might apply to many dif- 
ferent schools, but everyone agrees 
that the level of competition is increas- 
ing simply because there are more stu- 
dents graduating from high school. 
«: Brown-Collins says some students 
need to be sure they have their choice 
of financial aid packages to compare, 
and some feel their transcript makes 
them a borderline candidate for sever- 
al schools. A few students are genuine- 
ly interested in several schools, she 
says. 

John Hamel, director of admissions 


at Merrimack College, says the num- 
ber of applicants this year is up by 6 
percent. 

“I think it’s primarily demograph- 
ics. There are a larger number of 
seniors graduating, particularly in the 
Northeast,” he says. 

Boston College spokesperson Jack 
Dunn says applications to BC are up 21 
percent this year. This increase could 
be the result of many factors, he says, 
including of course the quality of the 
BC program and its climbing rank (36) 
in the U.S. News and World Report. 

Dunn says he believes a Jesuit 
school like BC is getting more popular 
these days in the wake of social crises 
like the Littleton shootings. And then 
there’s Ally McBeal, the Boston attor- 
ney played by Calista Flockhart on the 
television show of the same name. 

“She has contributed to the hotness 
of this city in the minds of 18 to 22 year 
olds. All Boston schools benefit from 
that,” Dunn says. 

Boston University spokesman Colin 
Riely received a record number of 
applications this year, more than 
28,500, or 2,000 more than the previous 
high of 26,500. 

In addition to the quality of the pro- 
gram, Reily says, he believes more stu- 
dents are applying since the school 
began accepting the common applica- 
tion. 

“It’s widespread,” he says. At first 
there was some concern with students 
that admissions officers looked upon 
an student filing a common applica- 
tion rather than the school’s applica- 
tion as less serious about applying, he 
says. 

“But once some ivy (league schools) 
began accepting it, it was acceptable,” 
he says. 

While more students are using the 
common applications, more and more 
students are using on line application 
services and CD Roms, Reily says. 

The school reduced some of its 
recruitment efforts to avoid being 
swamped with applications, he says, 
but the incoming freshman class is the 
largest ever, he says, at 4,000 students. 

Rigo Nunez, assistant director of 
admissions at UMass Amherst, says 
not only is the school getting more 
applicants, but the applicants are more 
qualified. 

Last year UMass Amherst received 
17,500 and this year, they received 
21,000, Nunez says. 

UMass has room for about 75 per- 
cent of its qualified applicants, Nunez 
says, but in a flood of applications, the 
first way to trim the pool is to strictly 
enforce deadlines, he says. 

“Everyone needs to be prepared,” 
he says. 

He also believes more students are 
aware of the need for a college degree 
in today’s job market.
